Surrandar of the Spanish Gunhaat Cal- 

lao at Manila. 

On the afternoon of the 12lh (May 
12. 1S!»X) a small Spanish (ruiil.cat 
c.inie steniulii); up Manila bay. direrily 
toward the Anieri.an tie»'t. The Mir 
prise of the people in the fleet waa 
great: tiiis little vessel seemed so con 
fldent ami friendly. I'lnall.v one of 
our ahijis Cri-d a shot across her liow.

turning to Manila. The otliccrs ami 
men bad been looking forward to this 
for a long time, because in Mnulla 
they were fo find their wives, children, 
parents, friends, theaters, clubs, ho- 
tels, newspapers and all ilie thinga 
that wake sailors look forward with 
bappinesH to getting borne.
